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POINTS MADE BY JUSTICE WILLIAM 0. DOUGLAS 


X. Justice Douglas was told in Moscow that the 
USSR had 235,000 agricultural experts, both 
men and women with five years of agricul- 
tural college. 

A. They are swarming over Soviet Union, 
not completely occupied, 

B. Mr. Douglas observes they may be stand- 
by reserve for Soviet Point Four pro- 
gram in Asia . 

C. USSR is swarming with construction 
workers, many of them soldiers in 
uniform . 

1. A means of reducing armed forces 
could be to transfer soldiers to 
civilian contracts. 

II. Justice Douglas noted that Trans-Siberian 
railroad at Petropavlovsk was crowded with 


Chinese. 
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“ A* Crowd at Bolshoi theater was 75 per- 
cent Chinese. 

B. (In this connection, for period 1953- 
1957, almost 11,000 Chinese students 
are to study abroad, mostly in USSR.)
